New York, Jan. I.—The golden rule 
motto of Clarence H. Howard, wealthy 
St. Louis Christian Scientist, director 
of the Boatmen’s bank, and president 
of the Commonwealth Steel company 
of Granite City, is 
asserting 
itself 
once more. 
Mr. Howard, who is passing New 
Year’s day at the Biltmore w ith Mrs. 
Hoard and their son, 
Thorne, 
ex­ 
plained yesterday the'rejection by his 
firm of an order for $2,500,000 worth 
of shrapnel, badly wanted by one of 
th© nations at war in Europe. 
“All the steel plants in the world 
and all the battleships and all the 
firearms, are not so wonderful or so 
valuable as one human life with a 
soul wrapped in it. 
That is why the 
big shrapnel order was refused.’* Mr. 


Howard told a St .Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat 
staff 
man. 
“Our 
company 
wouldn't accept an order for ten times 
that 
much 
shrapnel. 
It certainly 


would not be laudable for us to make 
these shells and then send them away 
that men might murder one another 
with them. 
“In itself a bitter shame, the war is j 
something not belonging to The gen­ 
eral scheme of enlightened humanity, 
and. if men would only think in uni­ 
son and think purely and strongly for 
the abolition of this war—it is a Sci­ 
entist teaching—this war woibd stop. 
A general movement in this direction 
in the United States should be in­ 
augurated.’’ 
Five maxims given him by his mo- 
j ther when he left his home at Cen­ 
tralia, 111., and started out to win his 
way in the world and the Golden Rule 
in Bible teachings have molded his 
I life in a remarkable degree, according 
j to the steel man. 
He said: 
“I have 
j followed my mother’s advice, which 
j w as: 
“ ‘When in doubt about where to go 
! or whether to go, stop and ask your­ 
self if it would be a good place to 
take your mother. 
“ ‘Keep far away from where gam- 
S bling is done and never let it tempt 
you. 
“ ‘Keep your distance from where 
drinking is done and abstain. 
“Seek associations that will make 
you better—with those whom you can 
trust. 
“ ‘Smoke if you must—it isn’t as 
bad as gambling 
or 
drinking—but

you’ll do just as well to leave tobacco 
alone, too.’ 
“A short time ago I sat down and 
figured out that in the thirty years 
since my mother honored Hie with 
that advice I’d saved myself $30,000.

and encouraged hearty co-operation. 
It was a success.

“ ‘Safety first’ is our plant motto, 
and when, in the midst of our pursu­ 
ance of handicrafts of peace, there 
came indirectly a proposition to make 
implements of warfare you can im­ 
agine what chance it stood of being 
entertained. 
Not only the officers, 
but the employes undoubtedly would 
not favor the task. 
“We live for things 
other 'than 
money, for happiness does not lie in 
that. 
And no war 
materials 
will 
I come out of our plant, you may rest 
assured of that.’’

Kansas City. Mo., Jan. ].—John F. 
Philips was 80 years old yesterday, 
and feels, as he told the friends who 
greeted him, “pretty good for a young 
fellow.” 
In accordance with a long 
birthday anniversary custom 
Judge 
Philips was the guest of honor at a 
dinner last night given by his friends , 
at the Blue Hills club. 
I 
Since his retirement from the bench ! 
, four years ago, after a 
service 
of j 
twenty-seven 
years, 
Judge 
Philips, 
has joined to the pursuits of a lawyer j 
those of a literately and has been 
writing Mi his leisure moments some 
reminiscences of his fifty-seven years 
ai the bar, in congress ami on the 
bench that some day will make a 
notable addition to the history of 
Missouri. 
Judge Philips was horn iii Boone 
county, Missouri, December 31, 1834, 
and was admitted to the bar In 1857. 
From the close of the civil war to 
187SL Philips and George G. Vest, long 
a United States senator from Mis­ 
souri, were law' partners in Sedalia. 
At the outbreak of the war Vest 
had seceded with Governor Claiborne 
Jackson and had been elected to the 
Confederate congress. 
Philips stayed 
in the Union, was a member of the 
convention that drove Jackson out 
and kept Missouri in, took a colonel’s 
commission in the volunteer army, 
fought through the war, was elected 
to congress in 1875, liecame supreme 
court commissioner in 1883, judge of 
the Kansas City court of appeals in 
1885 and federal J tinge three years 
later. 
His public career, beginning 
when he was only 26 years old, ex­ 
tended over half a century. 
Looking back over 
it 
from 
his 
eightieth milepost, Judge Philips is 
constrained to admit that the great 
changes in the administration of the 
law', from the time when he began his 
practice of it, have not all been for 
the hest. 
For one thing he blames 
the stenographer and the typewriter. 
Both have made for long and verbose 
egal opinions from judges who would 
lave written better law' if they had 
been holding a pen, he believes. 
He 
continued to write his own opinions 
with his own right hand until he got 
writer’^ cramp in it, 
and 
then 
he 
learned to wTite with his left. 
“The law itself has not changed,’’ 
Judge Philips said. 
“As Coke said, 
all this new corn comes from the old 
field. 
How' many times have I heard 
attorneys preface an argument with, 
‘I do not know', sir, what the rules of 
evidence may be in this court,’ and I 
have been as often tempted to reply, 
‘That, sir, is because you do not know 
what the rules of evidence are in any 
court.’ ’’ 
In his career as a lawyer Judge 
Philips has seen the vast body of cor­ 
poration law grow up from nothing. 
The new type of lawyer 
who 
has 
grown up with it has not added much 
to the strength of the bar, he be­ 
lieves. 
“We have lawyers nowadays,’’ he 
said, “who could not pass the exami­ 
nation for the naturalization of for­ 
eign born citizens. They couldn’t re

WAS AN OVERSIGHT ON HIS PART 


Amount Due Jefferson City Is Paid 
the Cole County Collector By 
Former Secretary of State 
Sam B. Cook. 


Poplar Bluff, Mo., .Jan. I.—Arthur 
Ramsey, a farmer, living north 
of 
here, and his two sons, George and 
Ben, were arrested yesterday, charg­ 
ed with the murder of James Barnes. 
an aged recluse. 
Barnes was found 
dead in his hut December 19. He had 
been shot ^.nd his body put in the 
fireplace for cremation. 
A lire had 
been started, but it did not burn long, 
and his body was only charred. 
Barnes lived on a small homestead 
fourteen miles north of here for fif­ 
teen years and was supposed to have 
a large amount of money hidden in 
his cabin, which is believed to have 
been the motive for the murder. 


Jefferson City, Jan. I —County As­ 
sessor Jones, who said 
Wednesday 
if Senator Stone should not make tax 
returns for 1913 and 1914 by Thurs­ 
day evening he would make the as­ 
sessments under the 
statutes, 
an­ 
nounced later that the returns had 
been received. 
They came by telegraph, he said, 
from Senator Stone’s secretary, W. 
R. Hollister, in Washington. 
He said 
the return for *each year wms about 
$1100, the amount entered by the as­ 
sessor in 1912, when the Senator fail­ 
ed to make a return, aud which was 
double the last return made by Sen­ 
ator Stone, in 1911. 
Tho taxes which were due to Jef­ 


ferson City from Senator Sfone for 
the year 1912 were paid Wednesday 
by Sam B. Cook, forme” democratic 
secretary of state and now president 
of tne Central Missouri Trust Co. 
When Mr. Cook received the infor­ 
mation that Senator Stone no longer 
was paying taxes here and owred the 
city the sum of $12.32 
he 
verified 
the figures by telephone 
and had a 
collector sent to his office for the 
amount. 
Senator Stone had paid state and 
county taxes amounting to $22.90 for 
the same year, but had neglected the 
city’s portion and failed to make a 
return for the two succeeding years. 
County Assessor Jones said it was 
through an oversight that he was not 
assessed for those years.

Paris, Jan. I.—It can not be said 


that the first performances of the 
Theater 
Francais 
and 
the 
Opera 
Comique marked the revival of the j 
theater in Paris. 
Many things com­ 
bined to make the success of the sea-: 
son problematic, aside from the hea 
vy weight of war. 
Transportation , 
facilities are still reduced and the j 
early closing regulation makes late 
hours inconvenient. 
In consequence, 
for the present, amusements will be 
mostly confined to benefit matinees, 
*nd these, it may be said, have had t 
a real success. 
At the Opera Comique one of the 
most Interesting and successful at­ 
tractions of the 
first 
performance 
was 
the 
presence 
of a number of 
wounded officers and soldiers in the 
place of honor in the presidential 
box. 
When Monsieur Gheusi, direc- ; 
tor of the Opera 
Comique, 
asked 
President Poincare for the authoriza­ 
tion to accord the wounded soldiers 
the presidential ceremonial and the 
presidential box, the 
president 
re­ 
plied : 
‘It is, indeed, the least that can be 
done for them.” 
As soon as the officers were per­ 
ceived in the box they provoked a 
delirious burst of 
enthusiasm, 
and 
from all parts of the house the Mar­ 
seillaise was called for. 
The pro­ 
gram, however,. followed its course, 
and the first orchestral number gave 
rise to a curious error. 
Every one supposed from the first 
strains that it was the Servian Na­ 
tional Hymn and jumped to their 
feet, crying, “Long Live Servia.” 
It 
was the overture* of the “Black Dom­ 
ino.” 
The audience had satisfaction, 
however, when Mademoiselle Chenal 
appeared, draped in the three colors, 
to sing the Marseillaise. 
A great many demands have been 
made for the production of the pa­ 
triotic piece, “Patrie,” at the Theater 
Francais, with Mounet-TSuUy 
in 
I he 
leading role, and it is booked for as 
early a presentation as the difficul­ 
ties of staging it will permit. 
The 
trouble is the lack of machinists and 
the complicated setting of Sardou’s 
important work. 
Of course the inevitable has hap­ 
pened. 
The name of King Albert, 
the pophlar hero of the war, has been 
placed under contribution by amuse­ 
ment enterprises and other institu­ 
tions, and in some cases with rather 
doubtful propriety. 
Paris now has its 
Theatre Albert I, and in this case 
the adoption of the name has its rea­ 
son, as the company is composed of 
Belgian refugees, and the pieces pre­ 
sented are mostly of Belgian origin. 
All of the national matinees to take 
place here will have the co-operation 
of the Concert Society of the Conser­ 
vatory, under the direction of Mon­ 
sieur Andre Messager, former admin­ 
istrator of the opera. 
At the Opera Comique a special 
and very 
successful 
representation 
for the benefit of victims of the war 
was given the 13th, 'with “La Vivan- 
diere” as the 
principal 
attraction. 
Mademoiselle Delna, who created the 
part of “Marion,” appeared in the 
role of la Vivandiere.

TROOPS ON ‘SKIES 


FRENCH ALPINE 
SOLDIERS 
FINE WORK IN SNOW OF 
VOSGES REGION. 


DO 


OFTEN ARE SENT OUT AS SCOUTS; 


Some of These Men Are Engaged 8,000 
Feet Above Sea Level— Swiss 
Army Also Has Some Ex­ 
cellent “Skiers.” 


W A N T E D IT V E R Y P U B LIC 


Geneva, Jan. I.—The French Alpine 
troops on skis have been given spe­ 
cial work as scouts in The deep snow 
of the Vosges region. 
Many Cham­ 
onix guides in these regiments trover 
from thirty to forty miles a day with­ 
out fatigue. 
Some of the men engag­ 
ed in actual military operations are 
eight thousand feet above 
the 
sea 
level, iii tile forests of the Col chi 
Bonhomme. 
Tho ski troops are provided with 
yellow glasses, as prolonged exposure 
to .he glare of the sun against the 
snow impairs the vision. 
At 
night 
the troops use their skis as supports 
for their tiny service tents. 
Skis have been used for military 
purposes in northern Europe for cen­ 
turies. 
In 1830 Norway 
begari 
en­ 
forcing a requirement that poetically 
every soldier must be equipped with 
them and able to use them skillfully. 
Iii the Swiss army, also, most of 
the men are excellent skiers. In man­ 
oeuvres. they have frequently e jeer­ 
ed 37 miles of rough Alpine territory 
in a day iii filii marching order. 
On one occasion a division of this 
army macle 15 milos in one and one- 
half lazars, including an 
ascent 
of 
nearly 5,000 feet. 
In Finland, some years ago, a large 
body of Russian ski soldiers, in full 
marching order, made 510 miles in 20 
days.

H O W TO P L A N T F R U IT T R E E S 


Root Growth Is Retarded by Too Lib­ 
eral Use of Manure— Little Bene­ 
fit From Watering. 


(By J* G. MOORR, Wisconsin Agricultural 
College.) 
The common practice of using sta- 
hie manure in planting fruit trees, is 
one which cannot be recommended. 
When a tree i s planted its activity 
should be the development of a strong 
and extensive root system. 
If large 
amounts of fertilizer are placed around 
the roots of a tree the root growth 
will naturally not be so extensive as 
under normal conditions because there 
will be no necessity of its searching 
far for sustenance. 
When such a method is followed and 
the supply of food materials provided 
at planting by the addition of stable 
manure is exhausted, the root system 
will not have grown sufficiently to se­ 
cure food enough to keep up normal 
conditions In the growing tree. 
What 
was done with the idea of helping the 
tree will thus only serve to retard its 
growth. 
Under ordinary conditions little or 
no benefit is derived from watering 
newly-set trees. 
If water is applied 
it should either be put on before the 
top soil is filled in around the tree 
or if applied to the surface, the soil 
should not be left to become baked, 
but must be stirred to a depth of about 
two inches and put in good tilth. 
If 
this is not strictly adhered to more 
moisture is likely to be lost than was 
added at planting.

London, Jan. I.—Swiss residents in 
the United Kingdom are considerably 


disturbed about the attitude of certain 
sections of the Swiss press, which 
they fear is threatening the integrity 
of the republic’s neutrality. 
Accord­ 
ingly a petition is now being circu­ 
lated throughout Great Britain and 
Ireland condemning what are styled 
dangerous excesses of 
some 
Swiss 
newspapers. 
The resolution says that in a free 
country every citizen has the right 
to think and write as his opinions 
dictate. 
“But,” it adds, “we hope 
that in the future the newspapers in 
question will endeavor to cultivate 
more the critical .sense, and to ab­ 
stain from making comments which 
could offend any of the belligerent 
powers.” 
Those circulating the petition are 
desirous that it be signed by Swiss 
regardless of race—German, French, 
Italian Swiss—and an effort is being 
made to bring it before Swiss sub­ 
jects resident in Berlin.
